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Gun control law 
set for August 


The voters of the City of 
Romulus will now have an 
opportunity to retain or reject 
the city's recently adopted 
Firearms Ordinance. 

The city council at its April 4 
council session approved the 
acceptance of petitions calling 
for a referendum vote on the 
new ordinance and ordered 
the referendum question be 
placed on the ballot for the Aig. 
8 primary election. 

The ordinance has been the 
subject of both citizen praise 
and protest for the last several 
months. 

Thirty-six petitions 
containing the names of 581 


persons were filed by 
Romulus Councilman James 
C. Stewart, arch opponent of 
the new gun control law. 

At last week’s council 
meeting, City Clerk Leonard 
J. Folmar reported that more 
than a sufficient number of 
signatures required to request 
a relerendum election had 
been certified and approved. 

Of the 581 signatures listed 
in the petitions, 487 were 
approved when checked with 
the city’s voter registration 
lists. This is 30 more names 
than required, he reported. 

The roll call vote of the city 
council on scheduling the

referendum elMMI 6-1. 
Councilman Stewart, who 
fought for immediate repeal of 
the ordinance by the council, 
voted against the notion 
Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington introduced the 
motion to accept the petitions 
for the referendum and place 
the ordinance question on the 
Aug. 8 ballot. He was 


supported by Councilman 
William M. Oakley. 

Council President Jimmie 
Raspberry' and Councilmen 
Brooker R. Edwards, Fred 
Junior Block and Edmund W. 
Bizek, along with Pennington 
and Oakley, voted in favor of 
the motion. 

The council’s action nullifies 
the new ordinance until the 


Aug. 8 election, it was stated. 

The new ordinance was 
adopted by the city council at 
a special meeting held on Jan. 
27 Councilman Stewart at 
that time voted against the 
adoption of the new gun 
control law.

Tax collecting 
change okayed 


The Romulus Board of 
Education approved a change 
in the collection of the 1972 
school property tax at its 
Monday night meeting. 

On the recommendation of 
School Supt. Robert L. 
McConeghy, the school board 
authorized the collection of 50 
per cent of the school tax levy 
this summer and the 
remainder during December. 

The Romulus City Council 
on Feb. 1 authorized the school 
district to collect a portion of 
its tax during the summer tax 
collection period. The dty 


currently collects the city tax 
levy in the summer and the 
county and school taxes in 
December. 

The request by the school 
district will assure it has 
operating monies at the start 
of the school year. In the past, 
operating revenues have 
been non-existent at this 
crucial period, necessitating 
huge borrowing of funds to 
meet payrolls. 

“This action by the city, 
which collects our school 
taxes, will save the school 
district and the taxpayers of

Based on the current 
tentative school tax levy for 
the 1972 school year, the 
summer tax collection would 
be 15.25 mills per $1,000 of 
assessed property valuation, 
state equalized, or half of the 
tentative school tax levy of 
30.50 per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state 
equalized.

A demolition contract 
covering about 32 structures 
in the City of Romulus has 
been awarded to the Stanson 
Wrecking Co. of Detroit and 
Belleville. 

Stanson Wrecking was one 
of seven demolition 
contractors who submitted 
bids to the city for the 
contract. The bids ranged 
from approximately $13,000 to 
$25,000. 

The council awarded the bid 
to the Stanson Wrecking Co. 
on the recommendation of 
Chief Bulk mg Inspector 
Clayton W. Meldrum. The 
firm’s bid was $14,657, several 
hundred dollars above the low 
bid. 

In a communication to the 
council, Meldrum cited the 
past performances of the 
Stanson Wrecking Co. in the 
city and in Wayne County. The 
firm, he reported. is 
registered, bonded and 


adequately equipped to handle 
the demolition project. 

Meldrum reported that all 
the information required in 
the specifications was not 
included in the bid proposal 
submitted by the lowest 
bidder. 

The structures to be 
demolished have been termed 


by the city building 
department to be nuisances 
and hazards to the public 
welfare and safety. The 
buildings are located in 
various sections of the city. 

The owners of the properties 
will be assessed the 
demolition costs in conformity 
with the regulations of the 
city’s demolition procedures.

Romulus nixes public hearing 

On request to rezone 35 acres for multiple dwellings 
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The Romulus City Council has refused to schedule 
a public hearing on a rezoning petition filed by the 
Glenn E. Wash Construction Inc., general con- 
tractors at 14541 Schaefer Rd., Detroit. 

The firm filed a request to rezone a 35.1-acre 
parcel of land in the vicinity of Ecorse and Wayne 
roads from its present R-1A (single family) 
classification to RM (multiple dwelling). 

Councilman Fred Junior Block made a motion 
that the council set a public hearing on the rezoning 
petition. He was supported by Councilman Brooker 
R. Edwards. TTie roll call vote of the city council on 
the motion was 4-3 against scheduling the public 
hearing. 

Councilmen William M. Oakley, James C. 
Stewart, Edmund W. Bizek and Ellis T. Pennington 
opposed, while Councilmen Jimmie Raspberry, 
Block and Edwards w r ere in favor of the hearing. 

Glenn E. Wash, firm president, made a personal 


presentation of the townhouse complex he has 
proposed for the location. 

He stated that present plans called for the con- 
struction of 405 units with density lower than now 
provided for under present city regulations.. 

Forty-two-per cent of the complex would be 169- 
one-bedroom units. The remainder would consist of 
199 two-bedroom units and 37 three-bedroom units. 

He reported the project cost would in the neigh- 
borhood of $8 million, of which $4 million will be 
taxes, w ith more than $150,000 in tax revenue for the 
school district. The total tax to the community per 
year would be $225,500. 

The plans include the construction of a man-made 
lake, community building, swimming pool and a 
maintenance garage. Parking for the project would 
be on a 2-1 ratio, or two spaces for every unit. 
Proposed rentals would be $180 per month for the 
one-bedroom units. 


Councilman Stewart objected to one entrance into 
the complex as reflected in the plans. Wash stated 
the firm would make the necessary correction. 

The city’s planning commission had approved 
the rezoning request. 

Stewart commented that the planning com- 
mission should not have approved multiple zoning 
in a R-1A area. He claimed it amounted to “sport 
zoning.” 

Councilman Pennington opposed the rezoning, 
pointed out that the city has a limited amount of 
single family zoning area Councilman Bizek stated 
he is opposed to more multiple dwelling at this time. 

Council President Jimmie Raspberry commented 
he could not remember ever denying a public 
hearing on a rezoning request- He voted for holding 
the hearing and reserving his right of decision at 
that time. 
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WCGH is unique— facility has beds to spare 


In an era when it may take weeks - even months - to get 
admitted to most hospitals, Wayne County General ap- 
parently is unique. 

While there are waiting lines for beds in other institutions. 
WCGH has beds which lie empty. 

A number of local doctors, refused admittance to practice 
at the institution, are attempting to break the hospital's 
closed system policy, which only allows certain approved 
doctors to practice at the county institution. 

Their story isn't a pleasant one, particularly for those who 
must wait in lines for beds at other hospitals while beds are 
empty at WCGH and for the Wayne County taxpayers whose 
money goes toward supporting the facility. 

In March, 1971. a report designed to explain WCGH’s 
relevance, productivity and efficiency w f as completed. The 
results of the year-long investigation, which has not been 
widely publicized, are not favorable to the hospital. 

Among the numerous charges coming out of the report, 
which was ordered by the Wayne County Planning Com- 
mission, was a claim that the hospital was under-utilized. 

According to the report, the hospital "has not seen a real 80 
per cent acute inpatient occupancy rate, calculated on the 
original 511 beds, since it was built in 1961-62.” 

The real occupancy rate, the report charged, was "more 
like 68 to 74 per cent. In 1969, 353 of the original (1959) 511 
beds were used on an ‘annual basis’ for an occupancy rate of 
68 per cent.” 

In a report entitled "Health Needs Study of Oakland 
Cbunty.” done in June, 1971, Wayne County General was 
shown with a 68 per cent occupancy rate. 

The closest any of the eight Oakland County hospitals 
reported on came to that figure was 85.1 per cent. The others 
had an average of more than 90 per cent occupancy rate. 

According to Dr. M. Dean Razi, who signed the letter ac- 
companying the petitions to the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners a study done by Ernest and Ernest, which 
audits WCGH’s books, showed that it the number of patients 
admitted to other hospitals is divided by the number of beds, 
each bed takes care of 40 to 45 patients a year. 

Wayne County General, the report said, takes care of 24 
patients per year per bed. 

The situation has upset local doctors who are not allowed to 
practice at WCGH. They claim their ability to help their 
patients is being hindered and charge that, if the hospital was 
opened up to all doctors, not only would more patients be 


treated quicker than they would waiting in lines at other 
facilities, but the county’s financial problems would be 
lessened considerably. 

So, a group of 61 doctors from local communities have 
banded together to sign petitions requesting the county open 
up WCGH and drop its antiquated closed svstem policv. 

Quite a few doctors are associated with Wayne’s Annapolis 
Hospital, a Peoples Community Hospital Authority (PCHA) 
facility which they claim is overcrowded beyond belief. They 
further contend that all of the hospitals in the area - except 
for WCGH - are in similar situations. 

The hospital’s closed system policy not only hinders other 
doctors from practicing there, but it also means that, if an 
outside doctor’s patient is admitted at WCGH, the doctor is 
not allowed to treat him. 

One doctor, who wished to remain anonymous claims 
patients resent this since quite often a resident or intern 
studying at WCGH may be transferred to another hospital, 
meaning someone else will then be in charge of treating the 
patient. 

This, he charges, inhibits the patient from establishing the 
kind of rapport with a doctor which often is found when he 
has been seeing one particular physician. 

Dr. John Bihl of Livonia explains how* many patients refuse 
to go to Wayne County General once they hear their own 
cbctor will not be able to treat them. They would rather wait 
for an available bed at a crowded hospital than leave a doctor 
in whom they have entrusted their confidence. 

"As long as a patient has the freedom .of choice of 
physicians, he should have the freedom to be treated by 
them” Dr. Bihl contends. 

One doctor claims it took him a month to get a patient 
diagnosed with cancer into WCGH, although there were 
empty beds. He claimed he knew of cases where seriously fll 
patients have been kept waiting for admittance, while their 
conditions deteriorated. 

Dr. Bihl says, however, this has never been the case with 
him because if he can’t get someone into WCGH right away, 
he goes elsewhere until he finds a bed. 

All of the doctors questioned emphasized one point - they 
are only interested in their patients’ welfare, in getting them 
into a hospital when the need is present as soon as possible. 

One local doctor tagged Wayne County General a "big 
waste of money, a big waste of personnel.” 

Although the physicians refuse to attack members of their 


own profession, they are quick to point out the in- 
consistencies in WCGH having a closed system, barring 
unapproved doctors from practicing there. 

The doctors authorized to practice at WCGH are paid a 
straight annual salary based on a 40-hour work week, ac- 
cording to Dr. Herschel J. Wells, administrator. They, like 
other county employes, are allowed by the Civil Service 
Commission to do private work outside the hospital, and this, 
outside doctors charge, is the inconsistency. 

While the doctors are paid a straight salary for the work 
they do at WCGH, they can admit outside patients to other 
hospitals. The doctors charge some WCGH doctors are doing 
this, thereby collecting fees for treating patients at other 
hospitals. 

A number of doctors, an Annapolis Hospital physician 
charged, are doing this at Annapolis. 

"It is more profitable to admit patients here.” he claims. 

Thus, he charges, other hospitals are overcrowded because 
Wayne County General physicians admit their outside 
patients to other facilities. If this is allowed, he asks, why 
can't outside physicians get their patients into WCGH and be 
allowed to treat them? 

According to Dr. Wells, only about 25-30 of the 75 doctors at

Wayne County General do any outside work, and some of it is 
in other areas such as Ann Arbor, where the doctors are on 
the faculty of the University of Michigan. 

Several doctors feel one of the reasons they are not allowed 
to practice at the hospital is a claim from WCGH officials 
that outside doctors may "lower the standard” of the 
hospital, long known as a center for research and teaching 
and affiliated with the U-M medical school. 

The doctors contend, however, that just the opposite could 
be true. According to one, the hospital and; its doctors, 
residents and interns could only benefit from other 
specialists coming in. 

Another claims it would create more competition and 
improve the situation at the “dying hospital.” He claims that 
if they could take patients into WCGH and treat them, and if 
the inside doctors realized their qualifications, they might 
"feel insecure and try to compete,” bringing more patients 
into the hospital. 

Still another doctor says that if the hospital feels that 
strongly about its research and teaching program that it does 
not want to allow other doctors to interfere, the hospital could 
be divided into sections for "inside” and "outside” 
physicians. 

Dr. Wells, however, feels that the doctors are over- 
simplifying the matter. He says there are many more things to 
be considered before the proposal could be implemented than 
just opening up the doors. 

With more doctors, and subsequently more patients, Dr. 
Wells explains that more nurses will be needed along with 
more operating rooms. The hospital, he says, doesn’t have a 
billing system at the present time geared to accommodating 
outside physicians. 

Yet, these drawbacks do not mean the hospital is opposed 
to the proposal, Dr. Wells says. In fact, he claims, "If this is 
workable, we’re dedicated to filling the beds.” 

Calling it an "approach which should be evaluated.” Dr. 
Wells says it’s a "complicated situation” and intends to par- 
ticipate in an ad hoc committee to study the doctors’ petitions 

"I’m certainly not opposed to the maximum utilization of 
beds,” the hospital administrator said, “but if we had all 
the beds filled, we would be unbelievably understaffed.” 

"It ’snot something you can just jump off into - you haveU 
determine how much additional staff will be needed.” 

The feeling of the doctors is not that they want to keef 
WCGH doctors from practicing in other institutions, but thal 
they want to be allowed to have the same benefits afforded 
doctors from Wayne County General. 

One of their contentions is that the county’s forced layoff of 
personnel at WCGH could be eliminated or lessened by 
opening the facility. 

Two doctors said they definitely felt that personnel being 
laid off because of the psychiatric division closing down could 
be used elsewhere if outside doctors were allowed in. Their 
reasons are that, with more doctors practicing there, more 
patients would come in, generating more revenue which 
could be used to pay the personnel. 

Dr. Razi was not impressed with the county board’s 
reaction to the doctors’ complaints. 

According to him, the Health, Education and Welfare 
subcommittee of the board scheduled a meeting on March 13, 
one of the purposes of which was to discuss the letter from 
the doctors 

Dr. Razi went to Detroit in order to answer questions and 
give more information to the committee. But, although one 
committee member, Commissioner Charmie Currie (D-6th 
Dist. ) wanted to hear from him, Dr. Razi said Commissioner 
John J. McCann (D-26th Dist.), who represents Canton 
Township and who serves as chairman of the subcommittee, 
refused to let him speak. 

Dr. Wells met informally Friday with Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners Chairman Robert E. Fitzpatrick, who will 
serve on the ad hoc committee to study the proposal. 

Also on the committee will be the county board of auditors 
and the board of county institutions, the five-member policy 
board for the hospital. 

Although no definite date has been set for further meetings, 
the committee soon should be attempting to evaluate the 
merits of the proposal.

are concerned about their 
rights being violated because 
they feel the firearms law is 
contrary to the first 
amendment of the U. S. 
Constitution, granting citizens 
the right to bear arms in 
defense of self and property. 

The ordinance prohibits 
persons from discharging 
firearms capable of injuring 
people, property or animals 
within the city limits. 

The ordinance excludes 
persons firing in self-defense 
or those shooting with 
approved and licensed gun, 
skeet or trap clubs or at a 
licensed rifle range. 

Prior written approval from 
the city’s law' enforcement 
agency and city clerk are 
required for persons who wish 
to participate in public 
shooting exhibitions in 
Romulus, and for those 
persons who discharge 
firearms on their own 
property. Clubs and ranges 
are required under the 
ordinance to apply for yearly 
licenses. 


In opposing the new 
ordinance, Stewart 
contended the ordinance as 
approved by the council and 
the mayor is “like buying a 
new car and being told by the 
council and the mayor that 
you must park it in your 
garage and not drive it except 
to church on Sunday if you get 
a permit from the clerk.” 

•T am not opposed to a 
partial hunting ban in the city 
where the population is 
greater than areas that are 
still suitable for hunting.

Stadium isn’t answer 
to Detroit salvation 


Prevailing urbanology insists that Detroit 
be raised again from the ashes and restored 
to its matriarchy over the frolicking and 
undisciplined suburbs. 

The question of “Why” would require the 
collected wisdom of the ages but the question 
of “How” is pertinent. 

Legions of thoughtful and concerned study 
groups and task forces have produced enough 
paper to fill an abandoned automobile factory 
but the magic formula has been elusive 
Now the Municipal Finance Commission 
has approved the sale of $126 million in bonds 
for a domed stadium on the Detroit riverfront 
on a $10.5 million site west of the Civic Center 
Thus the stadium will be built next door to 
the diadem of the Civic Center, Cobo Hall, 
which had a net operating loss of $210,721 for 
1971-72 with an estimated $300,000 loss next 
vear. 

Ford Auditorium and the Veterans 
Memorial Building on the east are chronic 
money losers. , ^ 

The idea of the $100 million Civic Center 
never was to turn a profit but to bring a flood 
of dollars into the city’s economy, according 
to Director William L. Finnin. 

It succeeded, he said, to the extent of $56 
million in 1969-70 even though the red ink 
flowed in the Civic Center. 

People who go to conventions in Detroit are 
more likely to patronize the hotels and bars 
nearby than buy appliances, do extensive 
banking, or in other ways improve the plight 
of the economy. 

The big push for preservation, and now 
revival, started after World War II. 

It intensified with the deterioriation of the 
close-in business community, leaving vacant 
windows staring out at the traffic whizzing 
into the suburbs at night and back into Detroit 
the next morning. 

The Civic Center and the new city-county 
building offered a bright new face of 
downtown. First Federal built a new bank, 
the Kern block was cleared. 

But the freeway's of the 1950s were fast and 
easy conduits for commuters. 

Homes around Palmer Park and other 
areas by 1963 were selling for less than their 
assessed valuation Urban renewal and other 
factors were reducing the city’s property tax 
base by $100 million a year. 

Now with the domed stadium in the public 


sector. Henry Ford II has planned a $400-$500 
million complex of apartments, offices and a 
recreation area on the riverfront. 

All of the attempts have been designed to 
buy preservation on the theory that dollars 
and plate glass can pump new life into a 
tawdryness inflicted by age and social 
change. 

There is the semi-annual wringing of hands 
when another business moves to the suburbs, 
but the tortured hands are those of people 
with economic bases downtown and part of 
whose energies are spent in their own 
hometowns in the suburbs. 

And over the years there has evolved a real 
or fancied fear of spending time in downtown 
Detroit. The Civic Center bookings have 
plummeted since the riot of 1967. 

So there was developed the STRESS 
program (Stop The Robberies - Enjoy Safe 
Streets) in which a policeman with backup 
help posed as a decoy to attract, then arrest, 
muggers and purse snatchers. 

Now' the STRESS program is under fire 
because decoyed muggers tended to resist and 
were killed. Demands for is abolition are 
heard in the city. 

The point is that a new stadium next to a 
convention center already running deeply in 
the red is not an answer to the problems that 
beset Detroit. 

Downtown wits have renamed the statue of 
the Spirit of Detroit on Woodward The Jolly 
Green Giant and have rewritten the city’s 
motto from “We shall rise again from the 
ashes’’ to better describe the outstretched 
arms of the statue as “What do you want from 
me?’’ 

Detroit has housing problems, race 
problems and educational crises still 
unsolved, transportation and economic 
problems that can’t be met by attracting 
suburbanities into the innercity midway. 

Somehow, if Detroit is going to make it, 
there has to be more of a reason to visit and 
live there than balloons and cotton candy. 

The suburbs are budding into entities of 
their own, with their ownsuburbs, and Detroit 

is - and has been for decades - losing whatever 
leadership it enjoyed because of its size and 
the services it offered. 

That can’t all be reversed by adding a 
stadium to the waterfront where red ink 
already laps at the shore.

State Police hit 
by hiring complaint

Legislators have 
appropriated $15,000 for the 
Michigan State Police to hire a 
lawyer in defense against 
chargesof racial discrimination. 

The state Civil Service 
Commission has already spent 
$10,000 on lawyers in the same 
case 

li stems from charges of the 
Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission (CRC) that the 
State Police hiring policies 
discriminate against non- 
whites and civil service tests 
are tailored for whites. 

The CRC has ordered the 
State Police to stop hiring 
troopers until they put two 
black recruits, Joseph E. 
Graves Jr. and Robert Green 
Jr on the payroll. 

State Police Col. John R. 
Plants and Civil Service 
Director Sidney Singer have 
gone before Ingham County 
Circuit Judge Marvin J. 
Salmon to test the power of the 
Civil Rights Commission. 

*‘lf the order means we 
agree to a cessation of hiring 
by the State Police, we would 
not,” Singer said. “We don’t 
think thev have the authority 
to do so or the power to make 
it slick.” 

Plants, whose department 
now has 24 non-whites, 
including six troopers, among 
2.310 employees, added: 

“The only racism in this 
whole thing is from the Civil 
Rights Commission.” 

the CRC has been holding 
hearings for weeks into the 
discrimination charges rising 
from the cases of Graves and 
Green Green flunked the 
written civil service 
examination four times and 
Graves passed it on the second 
try. hut dropped out of 
training school 
Two state legislators have 
sided with the State Police and 
Civil Service departments, hut 


the case will have to be settled 
in the courts. 

Senator John F. Toepp (R- 
Cadillac) charged in a floor 
speech that the effect of the 
Civil Rights Commission 
move is to reduce State Police 
standards to achieve racial 
equality. 

“If these things are allowed 
to happen to the State Police 
or any other agency. Lord help 
us,” he said. “I don’t feel that 
this is a prerogative of the 
Civil Rights Commission...” 

Rep. Loren D. Anderson 
<R -Waterford Township) has 
sponsored a resolution to 
establish legislative intent on 
the recruiting and testing of 
State Police troopers. 

“For some time there has 
been agitation that the 
recruitment policies of the 
Michigan State Police and the 
entrance standards , be 
lowered in order to encourage 
additional recruits,” he said. 

“To do this would be folly 
and would make a sham of the 
first-rate law enforcement 
Michigan now enjoys. The 
Michigan legislature has not 
and will not permit mediocrity 
in the ranks of the State 
Police.” 

Tin* more serious court test 
is over the powers of the Civil 
Rights Commission to issue 
orders to the Civil Service 
Commission. The 1963 state 
constitution says: 

“The classified civil service 
shall consist of all positions in 
the state service ... (The 
commission) shall classify all 
positions in the classified 
service according to their 
respective duties and 
responsibilities, fix rates of 
compensation, determine by 
competitive examination and 
performance exclusively on 
the basis of merit, efficiency 
and fitness the qualifications 


of all candidates for 

positions...” 

The commission claims that 
constitutional power gives it 
authority to set and maintain 
the standards. 

The same constitution 
created the Civil Rights 
Commission, using this 
language: 

“It shall be the duty of the 
commission in a manner 
which may be prescribed by 
law to investigate alleged 
discrimination against any 
person because of religion, 
race, color or national origin 
in the enjoyment of the civil 
rights guaranteed by law and 
this constitution, and to secure 
the equal protection of such 
civil rights without such 
discrimination.” 

Civil Service Commission 
staffers insist this means that 
w'hile the hiring authority is 
nailed down in the 
constitution, the power of the 
CRC is tied to state law. 

“Even if they (CRC) had the 
power to halt hiring, they 
haven’t completed their 
hearings (on Graves - Green) 
and couldn’t issue it now,” 
said one civil service official. 

The case is the first major 
court test of Civil Rights 
Commission powers and 
follows by 18 months the order 
by Gov William G. Milliken 
for a racial headcount of state 
employees. 

The Stale Police later set 
equal opportunity goals 
calling from 288 non-whites in 
a total employment of 3,267 by 
June 30. 1976, an increase 
from one per cent to eight per 
cent 

The Civil Rights 
Commission ordered the State 
Police to halt academy 
training until the classes 
reflected the proportion of 
non whites in the population of 
the state. 


'Hie Michigan Public Service Commission (PSC) 
has authorized Michigan Gas Utilities of Monroe to 
increase its rates by $574,842 a year to meet higher 
costs of wholesale gas supplies. 

We won’t know exactly what effect this will have 
on our rates as consumers until we get out first bills 
after the rate increase goes into effect, but they 
should be slight. 

If you feel your rate increase is excessive and 
can’t receive a satisfactory explanation from 
Michigan Gas Utilities, you can write to the director 
of the Public Service Commission in Lansing. 

This is an area in which the PSC, as a state 
department, has authority. The legislature is not 
involved in the rate decision. However, if you have 
questions which neither the supplier nor the PSC 
will give you a satisfactory answer, write me at the 
state capitol and I will endeavor to find out what the 
rate change should be. 

Before the legislature adjourned for its Easter 
recess, the House adopted a conference report on a 
bill to tighten state control of billboards along 
federal and state expressways and primary federal 
and state roads. 

The adoption came only hours before a federal 
deadline for allocation of some $19.8 million in U.S. 
highway aid to Michigan. 

The news media and some representatives of 
governmental agencies have made much of the fact 


that, unless Michigan adopted such regulations.it 
would lose a portion of its federal highway aid 
funds. Actually, this bill in several forms has been 
given through study and discussion over the last few 
years. 

However, between those who wanted to keep the 
controls at a minimum, those who elected to 
eliminate billboard advertising altogether and the 
outdoor advertising industry itself, which is 
struggling to remain in business, there have been 
so many amendments and so much opposition to 
others, that it has been a monumental struggle for 
the legislature to develop a bill which would be fair 
to all concerned. 

The new bill is far from perfect. After it has been 
in operation for a while, we will be able to see more 
clearly what more, if anything, has to be done. This 
measure, however, sets new standards which can 
be used as future guidelines. 

Another controversial action of the House just 
before the recess was a vote to discharge the 
committee on constitutional revision and amend- 
ment from further consideration of an amendment 
which would prohibit the busing of students for any 
purpose from one district to another without 
parental permission. 

I voted against this motion because the matter of 
school busing is before the federal courts and 
before congress. I don’t feel that a change in 


Michigan law should be made before the matter is 
decided on a national level. 

Admittedly, school busing is not going to solve the 
problems of desegregation and equal education of 
all children. It is. however, a tool which is being 
used, successfully in a number of areas, throughout 
the country. Furthermore, it’s a factor and a 
problem which, I feel, cannot be solved by one state 
uiles s it is solved in others. I think this matter goes 
beyond the responsibility of any one legislature. 

Both the House and Senate have acted to push 
school aid bills into enactment as soon as possible, 
so that our schools will know what to expect in 
amounts and directions of state aid for the coming 
school year. 

Appropriations committees of both chambers are 
studying the bills, both of which provide for a higher 
level of funding than was asked by the governor. 

The governor has signed into law several new 
bills of importance to local government and tax- 
payers. 

One permits local units of government to 
cooperate in providing ambulance services, 
financed through special assessments. Another 
requires that property sold by a community hospital 
must be for that property’s market value. The third 
allows for property tax refunds or additional 
billings, based on decisions on appeals to the State 
Tax Commission.

Provided 
in this set-up are health 
services, parent interviews 
and counseling, snacks and 
lunches for children and 
meetings of parents and other 
residents of the community. 
The space is arranged so as to 
permit working in small 
groups, individualized with 
children as the need arises 

The Romulus Head Start 
Center services 56 boys and 
girls. It is by three teachers, 
and six para professionals, 
who are trained and work with 
the professional staff in the 
daily program. There also is a 
cook and an assistant who 
prepare snacks and lunches 

for the students. 

The program is funded 
through the Title I 
Elementary and Secondary 
School Act (ESEA) and the 
Wayne County Intermediate 
School District Head Start 
budgets. 

Supportive services for the 
Head Start Program are 


concern 

funded through ESEA Title I 
funds. Included are the 
following — a school nurse, 
school social worker, as well 
as the services of the school 
diagnostician and contracted 
services as needed. 

The curriculum of the 
center is made up of all the 
experiences which the center 
makes possible for its 
children. There are many 
things to work with which 
stimulate exploration, 
creation. organization, 
questioning, verbalization, 
mastery, physical skills. 
There are adults and older 
boys and girls who protect, 
provide, give affection, 
restrain, encourage, and 
constantly, by words and 
action, open up new worlds to 
children about the world of 
things and people; there are 
peers to talk with, to play and 
work with, to learn from; 
there are music and rhythms 
and time for fantasy and 
dreaming. 

The Romulus Senior High 
School has a child 
development program taught 
by Mrs. Ethel Lovette. Nine of 
these students who have been 
trained in her child 
development class are now 
spending one day per week in 
the Head Start Program, in 
order to put in practice with 
the children what they have 
learned The students add a lot 
to the program because of 
their training and ages. The 
staff is especially fortunate in 
having four or five male 
students who the male 
children can identify with.

The above statement is from 
Van Buren Township’s! 
Industrial Coordinator, 
Benjamin Robertson, who has 
initiated a physical fitness 
program in the township. 

“Although a man may grow 
older in years, the major 
physical ailments of aging, 
chronic fatigue, headaches, 
shortness of breath, digestive 
upset, overweight, and some 
forms of heart and circulatory 
trouble can be avoided or 
postponed for as much as 15 
years by a daily program of 
body conditioning and active 
recreation,” Robertson said. 

The young industrial 
coordinator, formerly of Alma 
and director of a YMCA 
fitness program there, stated 


he is not only interested in the 
industrial development of the 
township, but also of its 
citizens.

Wastewater fees paid 
by industry, business 


Michigan industries and 
commercial enterprises have 
paid $650,000 in wastewater 
surveillance fees to the state 
for the fight against water 
pollution, according to a 
report to the Michigan Water 
Resources Commission during 
its March meeting sessions 
held in Monroe. 

The funds represent the first 
such billings from a state 
agency to industry in the 
country, according to the 
commission staff. Monies 
received, to be used for 


increased state monitoring of 
industrial and commercial 
wastewater discharges, came 
from 91 per cent of the 
companies billed under the 
1970 “Truth in Pollution Law,” 
according to a recent report. 

The commission will review 
any accounts not paid by the 
April meeting and decide on 
any needed enforcement 
proceedings. 

Communities in the River 
Raisin Basin were called 
before the commission during 
the March meeting to discuss 
their sewage treatment needs 


and plans The commission 
commended the community 
representatives for their 
cooperative attitude in the 
coordinated program to 
improve the water quality of 
the River Raisin system. 

In a review of the status of 
58 municipal and industrial 
waste treatment projects, the 
commission noted that several 
community projects are being 
held up by lack of funds, due to 
the uncertain availability of 
federal construction grants.

Health department has 
measles control clinic

Michigan’s director of 
public health says regular, 7- 
10 day measles is continuing to 
break out in significant 
numbers across the state. 
Calling it “a cause for 
concern.” Dr Maurice S. 
Reizen noted that stale health 
department personnel have 
been working with several 
communities in efforts to head 
off the potential threat of local 
“epidemics” of the disease. 

The Wayne County 
Department of Health 

conducts regular 
immunization clinics and also 
offers to help local community 
groups set up immunization 
programs in their 

communities 

Located on Merriman Road 
just north of Michigan 
Avenue, the county 
department offers 
immunizations against “hard 
measles” and rubella at a 
charge of $1 per person per 
visit. The clinic is open on 
Monday . Wednesday , 
Thursday and Friday 

mornings from 9 to 11 :30 a.m. 
and Monday through Friday 
afternoons from 1 to 3:30 p.m., 
no appointment necessary.

The Wayne County 
Department of Health also 
conducts regular child health 
and immunization clinics in 
Hamtramck, Harper Woods. 
Romulus. Lincoln Park. 
Livonia, Rockw’ood and 
Taylor. For information on 
these, call the above telephone 
numbers. 

Dr. Reizen noted. “At one 
time, it appeared measles was 
well on its way to eradication 
in Michigan But since 1970. 
the growing number of 
unvaccinated children has 
created a large unprotected 
population The disease is 
beginning to reach this 
population. We have had 622 
reported cases in the state so 
far this year.” 

“We estimate that another 
5.500 unreported cases have 
occurred These represent lost 
school days, and sometimes 
lost working days for a parent 
who has to stay at home to 
take care of an ill child. They 
represent added family 
expense in terms of medicines 
and of physicians’ bills. And 


they may represent real 
dangers to the health of some 
of these children,” the doctor 
said. 

Regular or “hard” measles 
is an entirely different disease 
from rubella, the so-called 
three day “German measles.” 
Regular measles is popularly 
supposed to be harmless, but 
recent studies show there are 
some frightening 
consequences to the disease. 
Dr. Reizen points out that. 
“One in 15 children who have 
measles develop 
complications like 
pneumonia, bronchitis, ear 
infection, or a neurological 
problem. Fifty percent of the 
children who have the disease 
may develop complications 
which lead to general poor 
health, to slow learning, to 
personality and behavior 
changes.” 

Recently, state and local 
health department staff 
conducted a crash 
immunization program in 
Kalamazoo, vaccinating about 
5,000 kindergarten through 
sixth graders, after 25 cases of 
measles broke out in one 
school. Back in November and 
December, more than 200 


cases occurred in Lansing. 
That outbreak was curtailed 
by an intensified control effort 
in which over 6,000 public and 
parochial students were 
immunized. 

According to Dr. Reizen, 
“Some of the cases have 
occurred in children wM were 
previously vaccinated - but 
whose vaccination was 
originally administered when 
they were less than one year 
old! We are urging all parents 
whose children were 
vaccinated this early, and all 
parents whose children are 
over 12 months of age and not 
yet vaccinated, to contact 
iheir family physician or local 
health department to get them 
an immediate measles 
immunization.” 

The Wayne County 
Department of Health has 
recently assisted local 
Jaycees. Kiwansis, school 
groups and various other 
community groups in setting 
up measles, rubella and other 
immunization programs. For

County board takes 
positions on four bills 


Following recommendations of 
its legislative committee, the 
legislative committee, the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has taken 
strong positions on various 
bills pending before the state 
legislature which would affect 
county finances. 

The board strongly opposed 
House Bill 5859. now before the 
Senate Committee on Health, 
Social Services and 
Retirement, which would 
increase county medical 
expenditures. 

This bill would require 
counties to bear the first-year 
costs of all patients admitted 
to state hospitals. During 
fiscal year 1969-70 some 1,500 
such patients cost $1,887,000. 
of which only $225,000 was 
reimbursed through medical 
insurance programs. 

“We do not believe that 
additional costs for mental 


patients should continue to be 
added to county 
responsibilities. Therefore, 
this legislation should be 
strongly opposed,” states the 
legislative committee report 
approved by the board. 

In a related matter, the 
board endorsed House Bill 
5299, under consideration by 
the House Mental Health 
Committee, Bill 5299 would 
allow patients no longer in 
need of psychiatric care to be 
transferred to a convalescent 
or nursing home. This act 
would lessen the cost of care 
for mental patients. 

The director of the Slate 
Department of Mental Health, 
the director of the State 
Department of Social 
Services, and Macomb and 
Oakland counties have joined 
Wayne County in urging 
passage of this legislation.

The Board of 
Commissioners also endorsed 
House Bill 5436, which could 
save Wayne County some 
$940,000 annually. This act, 
now* before the House 
Appropriations Committee, 
has been included in Wayne 
County’s legislative program 
for several years It would 
permit cost of office 
accommodations for the 
Wayne County Department of 
Social Sercies to be considered 
a matchable expenditure 
under the present county-state 
formula. 

House Bill 4269 also received 
the board’s strong 
endorsement. The bill would 
provide a referendum vote in 
the Aug. 8 primary election for 
benefit of the Huron Ginton 
Metropolitan Authority (HCMA). 

The bill would empower 
HCMA to seek a total tax of 
one-half mill, whereas it is 
now authorized to levy one- 
quarter mill. 

If the bill is passed by the 
legislature and thereafter 
approved by the electorate, it 
will free more than $3 million 
which Wayne County now 
allocates to HCMA. 

The County Board of 
Auditors has analyzed the 
various bills and also 
recommended the positions 
taken by the Board of 
Commissioners. 


A rezoning request to permit 
the construction of multiple 
dwelling units has been 
approved by the Van Buren 
Township Board. 

The request was filed by 
Rochester Homes of 
Southfield The rezoning 
previously had been approved 
and recommended by tne Van 
Buren Township Planning 
Commission and the Wayne

The land parcel rezoned 
from Rl-C (single family 
residence) to RM (multiple 
dwelling) consists of 120 acres 
bounded by Ecorse and Tyler 
roads and Haggerty and 
Morton-Taylor roads.

Amy’s etiquette book 
revised in 20th year 

Amv Vanderbilt, known information on such virt 


Amy Vanderbilt, known 
since 1952 when her book was 
first published as “America’s 
foremost authority on 
etiquette,” has just added 
20,000 words of major revision 
to her standard work. It has 
undergone a title change to the 
simpler Amy Vanderbilt’s 
Etiquette and added 200 more 
pages becoming the most 
complete etiquette book (960 
pages), published in a field 
which to the surprise of many 
has been widely proliferating 
in a period when to the casual 
eye etiquette seems dead as 
that bird. 

“Etiquette is very much 
alive,” Miss Vanderbilt 
comments. “If best seller lists 
reflected the sale of reference 
books, my book would have 
been on them continuously 
since 1952. This major 
revision,” she says, “has been 
much more difficult to do than 
was the first major one ten 
years ago, because the 60s 
and 70’s have been a period of 
social upheaval I have 
certainly had to consider the 
Sexual Revolution which in 
many cases reflected what 
many people w r ere doing all 
along bul were nol publicly 
willing to admit. 

Not only are there many 
new sections in 
AMY VANDERBILT’S 
ETIQUETTE but to make 
room for them — or because 
they w'ere outdated — many 
familiar paragraphs are out 
so hang on to your old copy 
(and libraries should too) if 
you plan to run a very formal 
household. The butler, the 
footman, and the ladies' maid 
have been virtually killed off 
and instead there is detailed 


information on such 
necessities as the handling of 
a maidless dinner gracefully. 

“This may surprise many,” 
Miss Vanderbilt commented, 
“but weddings are the subject 
of most of the questions I 
receive through my columns. 
No matter what you read 
about kooky-weddings they 
are very much in the minority. 
Most brides stick to the book ; 
only a few' decide to change 
some cherished custom 
radically. The sedding section 
is still the largest but it does 
reflect many departures now' 
acceptable (i.e. on the 
remarriage of divorced people 
to each other, no formal 
announcements are released 
lo the press The couple 
thereafter celebrates their 
anniversaries from the date of 
the original marriage.) 

The book for the first time 
covers many new aspects of 
our lives — the etiquette of 
snow-mobiling, how to behave 
in a sauna (“no matter w'hat 
you have heard, the sauna is 
no place to sober up”), the 
dangers for w'omen living 
alone, people who w'ear 
sunglasses (“Remove them 
when being presented They 
make you look furtive.”), 
false eyelashes (“heavy 
thread ones on thin, delicate 
old eyelids can look 
ridiculous").

Danish pudding 
is ‘jam-topped’ 

Veiled Country Lass is the Danish name for an apple- 
bread-jam pudding that is a favorite in all of the 
Scandinavian countries. Traditionally, it is made by chilling 
alternate layers of dark rye or pumpernickel bread crumbs, 
applesauce and jam in a bowl overnight, then inverting the 
mixture onto a serving plate and frosting the entire surface 
with a heavy layer of whipped cream. 

In the following more decorative version, the pudding is 
shaped in a cake pan and the fruit preserves — a delicious 
blend of raspberry jam and currant jelly — are used as the 
top layer to take full advantage of their bright sparkling 
colors. Rosettes of whipped cream piped around the top edge 
and at the base of the pudding also contribute to the festive 
appearance of the easy, economical dessert. 

VEILED COUNTRY LASS 
(Danish Apple Pudding) 

8 cups soft dark rye or pumpernickel bread crumbs (about 12 
slices) 

1 cup (2 sticks) butter or margarine 
1-3 cup sugar 

3 jarsi (15 ounces each) applesauce 
l s cup raspberry preserves 
Vfc cup currant jelly 

1 cup heavy cream 

2 teaspoons sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Prepare bread crumbs by removing crusts and tearing 
bread with fingers into small crumbs. Melt butter in a large 
heavy skillet ; add crumbs and the 1-3 cup sugar. Place over 
medium heat and saute, stirring until crumbs are crisp and 
brown. Place about Va the crumbs mixture in the bottom of 
an 8-inch spring form pan. Spread one jar of the applesauce 
over the crumbs. Repeat layers, ending with crumbs 
mixture. Press top firmly with back of spoon. Cover and chill 
overnight. 

About one hour before serving, melt preserves and jelly in 
a small saucepan over low heat, stirring constantly. Cool. 
Loosen edge of pudding from pan with a sharp knife, then 
remove side of pan. Transfer pudding to a serving plate. 
Spread cooled preserves mixture over top of pudding. Beat 
cream with sugar and vanilla until stiff. With a pastry bag 
fitted with a star tip, pipe rosettes of whipped cream around 
the top edge and bottom of pudding. Spoon remaining cream 
into a small serving bowl. Chill pudding and cream until 
ready to serve. 

Makes eight servings.

Manufacturers of the roasting 
bags have received the 
problems with the Food and 
Drug Administration. 

While the accidents, 
resulting from the use of the 
bags have been few in 
comparison with the millions 
used, studies have been made 
to eliminate even the few. 

Basically, the problem has 
been identified as follows: 
During any cooking, as the fat 
and other juices are released 
from tne meat, a situation 
may be reached whereby a 
layer of the rendered fat 
accumulates over the juices, 
As the juices boil under the 
fat, pressure is created which 
eventually causes splattering

or “bumping.” 

A ma^or splattering or 
“bumping” of this nature is a 
rare occurrence and 
frequently is the cause of a 
very dirty, messy oven and. 
more infrequently, fires. 
When this occurs during 
cooking with a roasting bag. 
the force of this “bumping” is, 
on extremely rare occasions, 
sufficient to break the bag and 
release the fat and juices. This 
condition can be prevented by 
adding another agent, such as 
flour or a seasoning sauce 
mixture, which acts as a 
“boiling chip” and ensures 
even boiling. 

The following suggestions 
have been made by the 
manuf? ^rers for roasting 
bag coexing: 

When using a roasting bag 
product where a seasoning or 
sauce mix is included, the mix 
is sufficient and flour should 
not be added unless otherwise 
specified in the product 
directions. 

When using a plain roasting 
bag, add 1 tablespoon of flour 
to the bag, shake well, then 
add the meat. Spices may also 
be added to the flour for 
flavor, but a sprinkling of salt 
and pepper on the meat is not 
sufficient without the flour. 

Use a pan large enough to 
contain the entire bag so that 
the bag does not overlap the 
sides and is deep enough to 
hold all liquids that may be 
released during cooking. The 
pan should be at least 1*6 to 2 
inches high A metal pan, 
preferably aluminum or 
stainless steel, is 

recommended. 

Trim any excess fat from 
meat before putting it in the 
bag. 

Puncture the bag as 
directed on the package. 

Preheat oven to 

recommended temperature. 

Place in the oven so that the 
bag does not touch the sides of 
the racks of the oven. 

Do not use under the broiler 


heat or on an outdoor grill. 

Carefully read the 
manufacturer’s directions as 
to cooking temperatures and 
times.

Calories 
are sleeping

Beware the bedtime snack! If you’re a weight-watcher, that 
is. 

In the first place, a late-late repast is certain to overdraw 
on your calorie allotment for the day. But even more 
significant is the fact that your body cannot possibly utilize 
the overage. 

While you sleep, only about 400 calories per 100 pounds of 
body weight are used in 8 
hours. During the day, an 
active person bums up more 
calories in a half-hour than in 
a long night’s sleep. Excess 
weight is the direct result of 
the unused calories. 





The midnight raid on the 
refrigerator, therefore, could 
be even more of a threat to 
successful reduction than 
cheating on your diet at 
regular mealtimes. Not that 
the latter course is ever 
recommended. 

You actually have a chance 
to work off extra calories 
snitched during the day. The 
calories in the post-prandial 
fudge cake make a plump feather bed for themselves - and 
you know where - the moment you bed down. 

Albeit many reducers are aware of the danger, they con- 
tinue the one-for-the-road. All manner of reasons are given 
for the habit. The principal one seems to be, “I’m so hungry, 

I can’t sleep.’’ 

True or false, the excuses cannot be shrugged off. Other- 
wise, real or imagined misery ensues. So what’s the answer? 
One comes from low-cal snacks, such as chewy, bulky raw 
carrot and celery strips. Another idea is to save fruit or a 
glass of skim milk from daytime rations and have it at 
bedtime. That way you do not break your calorie bank and 
you save a lot of distress.

72 Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program, 
conducted by the Michigan 
Department of Education, 
have been received by Dale E.

These results are individual 
pupil scores on word 
relationships, reading, 
mechanics of written English, 
mathematics and composite 
achievement. 

Individual pupil scoresmay be 
appropriately used by school 
personnel in counseling with 
students and parents. 

Since the test scores are 
personal information, they are 
considered confidential and 


will not be made a part of the 
public record, but will become 
a part of the pupil's school file, 
Kaulitz said. 

The purpose of these results 
is to provide school districts 
with basic information that 
will help the students, their 
parents, and educators assess 
their progress. 

Additionally this 
information # will be used 
by local educators to identify 
students who have 
extraordinary ne 1 for 
assistance to improve their 
competence in the basic skills. 
This assurance might take the 
form of appropriate 
curricular emphasis. 


“It should be noted that 
many areas of pupil 
achievement and 
development are not included 
in the assessment battery. It 
must be remembered that the 
goals of local schools are 
much broader than were 
tested in this battery. 
Therefore, persons wishing to 
judge the overall achievement 
of pupils must look to 
additional measures for 
judgment in other areas of 
pupil development,” Kaulitz 
said.

Michigan now has a ratio of 
one physican per 792 
population compared to a U.S.

“During the past two years 
Michigan has doubled the 
number of entering medical 
students and added medical 
and osteopathic medical 
colleges at Michigan State 
University,’’ said Doherty. 
“We are hopeful that within 
another two or three years, we 
will be gaining at least 400 to 
500 licensed physicians 
annually in Michigan.”

State board urges financing changes 


The State Board of 
Education has adopted a 
resolution urging the 
legislature to get together on a 
single plan to revamp 
educational financing in 
Michigan. 

The resolution pointed out 
the financial plight of 
Michigan public education “is 
evidenced by the significant 
number of school districts 
indicating they will end the 
current fiscal year in a deficit 
condition." 

The state board said the 


evidence is further com- 
pounded by a developing 
pattern of initial failure of 
school districts to 
pass minimum required 
operating millage for par- 
ticipation in state school aid. 

The resolution indicates the 
board agrees with “a sizeable 
body" of educational leaders 
who advocate abandoning the 
property tax as the primary 
support of public education 
through high school. 

“Whereas," the resolution 
continues, “these leaders and 


other Michigan citizens 
dedicated to the provisions of 
quality education for all 
children and youth of the state 
have publicly declared their 
belief that Michigan should 
move toward a system of 
substantial state funding of 
public education; and the 
President’s Commission on 
School Finance (has said) the 
state should assume major 
responsibility of financing 
public education. 

"Resolved, that the State 


Board of Education urges all 
interested and concerned 
parties to join to develop a 
single constitutional proposal 
for a comprehensive state 
revenue plan and property tax 
restriction in order that the 
Michigan citizens may have 
the opportunity to vote on and 
decide this important issue in 
either the August, 1972, 
primary election or the 
November general election to 
follow." 

The board currently is 


working with several 
representative groups of the 
state's educational com- 
munity to develop a state 
funding proposal for con- 
sideration by the Michigan 
legislature.

Here’s the answer 


Q — We had a house built 
several years ago. The 
exterior siding is called 
building board and is 
laminated on the outer side 
with a solid color acrylic film, 
t remember at the time they 
told us it u*as really a kind of 
jnsulating board. It has stood 
up very well and doesn’t need 
a painting, but we are making 
some other changes on the 
outside of the house and would 
like to change the color of the 
siding. Can you tell us what 
(find of paint to use? 

• A.—The color of the finished 
surface of that type of board 
ban be changed with an ex- 
terior grade acrylic latex 
paint. Be sure all grease and 
grime are first wiped off the 
Siding. 


Before putting on the wax, be 
sure the floor is completely 
clean of all dust and dirt of any 
kind. 


Q. — I ’ll be painting the 
stucco on our house in a month 
or two. I had decided on a 
latex masonry paint, but now 
find that powdered cement 
paint is also recommended for 
use on masonry and is cheaper 
than the latex. Is it all right to 
use the powdered cement 
paint? 

A — Powdered cement paint 
can be used only on masonry 
surfaces which have never 
been painted or which 
previously were finished with 
the same type of paint.

Before 
you replace the flush ball, rub 
the valve seat lightly with fine 
steel wool. Put on the new 
flush ball, turn on the water to 
the tank and the trickle will 
have ended. 


Q— I recently put down as- 
phalt tiles in our basement. I 
didn't polish it at first, but 
when I finally decided to do so, 
the man in the hardware store 
told me not to use a polishing 
wax I like to use that kind be- 
cause I find that it can be buf- 
fed to a high shine. Why can’t 
it be used on asphalt tile? 

A — Because the solvents in 
polishing wax will damage the 
asphalt tiles. The self- 
polishing waxes do not contain 
solvents. They use water as a 
base. Some of them dry to a 
high shine without buffing. 


Q— After flushing our toilet, 
there’s a slight but steady 
trickle of water from the tank 
into the bowl. Also, it takes a 
long time for the tank to fill up 
again. Can you tell me what is 
causing this and how to fix it? 

A.—The rubber flush ball is 
not seating properly against 
the valve seat at the bottom of 
the tank. This may be because 
the rod to which the ball is at- 
tached has become 
misaligned, but the more 
probable reason is that the 
flush ball needs replacement. 
If you are certain that the rod 
is perfectly vertical, yet the

Benches attached to the 
decorative board railing 
provide seating along two 
sides of the deck with a view' of 
the valley, and on a third side 
overlooking a swimming pool, 
but out of splashing range.

Additional seating is 
provided by a flat bench 
attached to the top of a 
concrete retaining wall along 
the uphill side of the deck 
This bench, of the same 2x3- 
inch wood, offers a sunny but 
cool-to-the-touch place to 
stretch out and dry off after 
swimming.

Flooded basement jinx 
might be solved easily 


Five years ago a friend of 
mine bought a house at a bar- 
gain price. 

When I asked him how he 
was able to get it at such a low 
price, he explained: 

“The house had been on the 
market for more than a year. 
Every few months, when it be- 
came apparent there were no 
buyers, he reduced the selling 
price a couple of thousand dol- 
lars. A real estate broker took 
me around to see the house. 
Everything looked fine until 
we went into the basement. 
Then I saw why the house 
hadn’t sold. Not only was the 
basement excessively damp, 
but there were water marks 
all around the walls, making it 
plain that the basement had 
been flooded many times, 
probably every time there was 
a heavy rain. 

“I asked the owner about 
the marks. He admitted, in a 
kind of resigned way, that 
flooding definitely was a 
problem. A few days later, I 
deliberately visited the house 
during a rainstorm. The next 
day, I signed to buy the 
house.” 

What prompted such a deci- 
sion in view of the basement 
problem? 

“Because my second visit 
confirmed what I suspected 
the first time. The basement 
flooding was caused by two 
factors. The soil around the 
outside of the house had 
sunken and was slanted 
toward the house instead of 
away from it. And there were 
no gutters and downspouts 
anywhere, so water from the 
roof poured over the eaves and 
down into the slanted ground. 
No wonder the basement 
flooded every time it rained.” 

You can guess the rest of the 
story. My friend had gutters 
and downspouts installed, 
with drain tile carrying the 
roof water away from the 
house into dry wells. He 
repacked the soil around the 
foundation so that water 
hitting it immediately flowed 
away. In the five years since 
those actions, there has never 
been a drop of water in the 
basement. 

Naturally, there are other 
causes of flooded basements. 
But there are doubtless thou- 
sands of other houses around 
the country with similar prob- 
lems that can be solved by 
similar means. Sometimes, 
merely reslanting the soil is 
all that is required. 

If your house has gutters 


and downspouts, it is 
important that they be kept 
free of debris. Periodic 
inspections— about twice a 
year— are recommended, but 
they should be even more 
frequent if there are tall trees 


overhanging the edges of the 
roof. 

A wire cage should be in- 
stalled over the top of each 
downspout opening, but even 
this requires some attention,

because leaves in the gutter 
channel sometimes are 
pushed along by water and 
jam up the cages. 

Where there is a severe leaf 
problem, it is wise to install 
screening material along the 
entire lengths of the gutters in 
addition to the wire cages at 
the downspouts. Ready-made 
screening for this purpose can 
be purchased at hardware 
stores, lumber yards and 
building supply dealers.

FitzPatrick supports 
federal revenue sharing 


Citing the county’s fiscal 
crisis, the chairman of the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has joined in 
an unprecedented bipartisan 
call for federal revenue 
sharing 

Wayne County Chairman 
Robert E. FitzPatrick joined 
the state legislative 
leadership of both major 
political parties, Gov. William 
G. Milliken, and the 
organizations of Michigan 
ities and counties in the plea. 

Unified support for the 
revenue-sharing plan, 
introduced in Congress by 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
was announced March 30 at a 
joint news conference in the 
governor’s office, 
this could mean lay-offs ‘‘in a 
county where one out of every 
10 wage earners is already 
unemployed.” 

“Revenue sharing makes 
sense because the federal 
income tax is the greatest 
revenue-generating device in 
the world,” FitzPatrick 
stated. ‘‘At one time in our 
history, 75 per cent of all the 
tax dollars collected remained 
at the local levels of 
government. Today the 
reverse is true. Only 25 per 
cent remains at the local 
levels, while 75 per cent goes 


to the state and federal 
governments.” 

“County government is 
uniquely powerless both in 
terms of raising the revenues 
it needs to finance its services 
and in terms of adjusting its 
services to fit the funds 
available.” 

Plumbing 

ordinance 

amended 

The Belleville City Council 
has adopted a resolution 
amending the plumbing 
ordinance relative to 
plumbing inspections in the 
city. 

In March 1966, the city 
council adopted the Plumbing 
Code of the State of Michigan, 
which provided for inspections 
to be made by plumbing 
inspectors appointed by the 
city. 

The amendment approved 
last week repeals the 
provisions of the ordinance for 
inspections by city inspectors. 

The resolution requests the 
State Plumbing Board to 
provide plumbing inspections 
services for the City of 
Belleville. 


This, FitzPatrick said, is 
because all but about $60 
million of the county’s $234 
million general budget is 
earmarked for state- 
mandated programs. 

lie also pointed out that 
recent legislative and judicial 
decisions have imposed multi- 
million-dollar costs on the 
county without providing any 
revenue increases to meet the 
new obligations.

Community College, a Circuit 
Court mandate virtually 
requiring a new jail, and a 
Michigan Supreme Court 
degree that eliminated county 
control over court 
expenditures. 

Under the Mills plan, cash 
grants would he available for 
programs in the fields of 
public safety, environmental 
protection, transportation, 
youth recreation, health and 
construction related to those 
programs. 

The Mills plan would 
provide a total of $3.5 billion a

year for five years to cities 
and counties for “high 
priority” programs. It also 
would provide $1.8 billion 
annually for distribution to 
states which have state 
income taxes, as does 
Michigan. 

The news conference was 
arranged by the Michigan 
Association of Counties and 
the Michigan Municipal 
League, which announced 
they have formed a joint 
committee to push for the 
Mills plan. 

In addition to FitzPatrick. a 
Democrat, and Milliken, a 
Republican, those taking part 
included Detroit Mayor 
Roman S. Gribbs and the two 
parties’ leaders in both houses 
of the legislature. FitzPatrick 
is a director of the counties* 
association. 

The Democrats were 
represented by Sen. Coleman 
A. Young and Rep. William A. 
Ryan, both of Detroit, and the 
Republicans by Sen. Robert 
VanderLaan of Grand Rapids 
and Gifford H. Smart of 
Walled Lake 

“Wayne County needs help, 
and we need it desperately,” 
FitzPatrick declared at the 
news conference. He cited the 
fact that the county faces a 
potential deficit of $13.5 
million by Nov. 30. He said

Two streets 
lose parking 

restrictions 


An amendment to Romulus’ 
fire lane ordinance, calling for 
the deletion of two city streets, 
has been approved by the city 
council. 

The roll call vote of the 
council was 5-2. Councilmen 
James C. Stewart and William 
M. Oakley voted against the 
ordinance. 

Deleted are Brandt and 
Leroy streets effective 
immediately upon publication 
of the amendment, which is 
printed elsewhere in this 
issue. 

The council’s action 
followed lengthy discussons at 
a previous council session as 
well as last week’s meeting on 
the merits of changing the 
present provisions of the 
ordinance. 

The decision was considered 
a victory for the residents of 
Brandt Street, a main artery 
into the Oakbrook Subdivision, 
to permit parking on both 
sides of the street. 

The battle was spearheaded 
by Mrs. Lynne Slaughter of 
30510 Dorset St. She, as well as 
other residents, contended the 
37-foot wide street is wide 
enough to permit parking on 
both sides and still maintain 
its fire lane and school bus 
designations. 

The school district and 
Romulus police and fire 
departments opposed any 
change. 

A legal opinion from the city 
attorney stated that the 
council could approve parking 
on both sides of Brandt, but 
would have to accomplish it 
by adopting an amendment to 
the fire lane ordinance. 

Councilman Ellis T. 
Pennington requested that 
Leroy Street be similarly 


treated and deleted from the 
ordinance’s provision. 

The following streets are 
included within the terms of 
the fire lane ordinance, 
meaning parking on one side 
only : 

Castle Drive, Westvale 
Drive, Walnut Drive, Kent, 
Aston, Cogswell, Huron River 
Drive, Michele, Lynn, 
McBride, Marc, Stewart, Taft, 
California, Dru, Eureka, 
Cherry, Dorset, Oakbrook, 
Halecreek, Collins, Anthony, 
Colbert and Wick. 

Other streets included in the 
ordinance are Ronald, Terry. 
Malcolm, Karen, Washington, 
Niagara, Newcastle, Bruce. 
Ecorse, Essex, Chamberlain, 
Lisa, Julie, Barry and Wayne.
